Larkspur City Council, sitting as 
a board of equalization, last night 
approved a $2,512,275 assessment 
roll, marking an increase of $128,145 
over the previous year. No protests 
were registered by city residents. 
Exemptions on the new roll jump­ 
ed $36,000 over 1950-1951 bringing 
the total to $275,100. 
City Assessor Mrs. Mary Court- 
right announced the increase was 
due to the addition of Bon Air 
apartments, new homes in College 
Park and elsewhere, and an increase 
in assessed value of property in 
Chevy Chase district. 
Valuations on property, other than 
in Chevy Chase, were not increased 
she said. 
Mrs. Courtright pointed out fur­ 
ther three' new annexations to the 
city could not be included in the 
assessment roll as titles were not 
cleared before the roll was complet­ 
ed on the first Monday in March. 


The annexations include the Neils 
Schultz property behind the Bon Air 
apartments and. 
sections east of 
U.S. 101 from the intersection with 
the railroad tracks to Corte Madera 
creek. The sections along the high­ 
way have been tied up in a legal 


dispute between Larkspur and Corte 
Madera. 
Bon Air apartments were assess­ 
ed by Mrs. Courtright and Schultz 
on the number of dwelling units 
completed when the assessment roll 
was made on March I. 
She did 
not reveal the amount of the assess­ 
ment. 
The increase 
in 
evaluations in 
Chevy Chase were defended by Mrs. 
Courtright who said, “The district 
is by far the best in the city and 
the values should be set in com­ 
parison to other property in the 
city.” 
Original assessments were set in 
1935 and have now been brought up 
to about 25 percent of selling price 
for unimproved property, the city 
assessor explained, 
and 
the im­ 
proved property is at a level of al­ 
most 33 percent of actual value. 
“And the county sets the rates at 
40 percent,” she added. 
According to Mrs. Courtright the 
$275,100 exemptions allowed on the 
roll have been granted to churches 
and veterans. 
After approving the roll the board 
set July 26 for a meeting to set the 
tax rate on the $2,512,275 assess­ 
ment value.

The city council waged an hour 
long battle against the red tape last, 
night, but in the end admitted de­ 
feat. 
Acting City Manager Alex Alm­ 
crants opened discussion of plans 
for erecting a garage and utility 
building at the corporation yard 
adjacent to the new city sewer plant. 
Almcrants explained that with ma­ 
terials on hand and with “slack 
time” of men now on the city pay­ 
roll, together with some additional 
material and labor the city could 
build an acceptable shelter for its 
equipment, storeroom and vehicle 
repair shop for “not over $2000.” He 
asked the council for authorization. 
The council indicated its assent and 
then the trouble began. 


PROJECT OVER $1000 
The project is over $1000. You 
have to advertise for bids,” Inter­ 
jected City Attorney Tom. Nelson. 
“But we have some of the mate­ 
rial on hand and we have a man on 
the city payroll (night sewer main­ 
tenance man) whose duties haven’t 
started. He can devote 10 days (un­ 
til Aug. 1) to this job.

The Missouri Power and Light 
company plant, which serves the 
rest of the town, had water on the 
floor, but company officials said 
sandbags would keep out the main 
flood and permit operation to a 
stage of 38 feet.

River was expected to reach a 35- 
foot state at Jefferson 
City this 
morning. 
The Mississippi 
here 
has been 
high for two weeks. 
Three boys 
drowned in backwaters of that river 
south of east St. Louis, 111., yester­ 
day-bringing to 26 the number of 
dead from floods in the midwest. 
The worst is yet to come here. 
The weather bureau expects a stage 
of 40.5 Sunday—highest since the un­ 
official reading of 4139 on June 27, 
1844. The expected crest would top 
the 403 reading set here in 1947 
when 
flooding 
caused 
$9,000,000 
damage. 
At Kansas City and in Kansas 
rescue workers 
and 
others con­ 
tinued their task of cleaning up the 
damage left by the floods last week. 


Water still was standing in many 
areas. 
The Kansas City municipal air­ 
port was reopened to planes of less 
than 12300 pounds. Runways were 
too spongy for heavier aircraft. 
Evacuation of 13,000 animals trap­ 
ped in the stockyards district was 
completed today. The work went on 
around the clock since Monday. 
A last ditch fight to save a major 
railroad bridge at Kansas City ap­ 
peared successful. 
But the danger from fire still was 
great as gasoline and oil floated on 
the remaining water. Officials said m 
tiny spark could set off a major 
disaster. 
Only two large towns stood in the 
path of the raging current between 
Jefferson City and St. Louis. They 
were Hermann and St. Charles 
where army engineers and other 
workers cpntinued the fight to save 
levees still standing after a prelim­ 
inary flood two weeks ago. 
The major parts of both towns 
were on bluffs. These bluffs lined 
much of the river’s course in east­ 
ern Missouri 
thus 
preventing it 
from fanning out to the sides and 
losing some of its punch. 
One major installation in the path 
was a St. Louis water pumping sta­ 
tion in the western part of St. Louis 
county. 
Loss of this installation would 
curtail the water-supply in the city 
and in county communities.

Army May Assign Guards 


To Korea; Relieve Vets 


WASHINGTON 
(JP>-The 
may be planning on sending two 
National Guard divisions in Japan 
on to Korea eventually as it steps 
up the program of taking battle- 
weary soldiers out of action. 
This appeared today to be one of 
the possible methods to be used in 
an accelerated rotation program 
which by next November will have 
taken about 112,000 veterans of long 
fighting out of the battle line. 
Use of guard divisions, however, 
presumably would be only part of 
the general program, the primary 
method being the present rotation 
system—returning soldiers with long 
service, on an individual basis, with 
replacements going out from train­ 
ing camps in the United States. 
The Army announced yesterday 
that a total of 32,000 officers and 
men had left the Far East for the 


U. S. up to July 10 and that the 
rate of rotation of each of the next 
three months would be 30,000, 


The 112,000 veterans to be rotated 
by next fall will come out of a total 
combat force probably not much 
greater than 150,000 men. This in­ 
cludes the equivalent of about six 
or seven divisions and other sepa­ 
rate units, such as corps artillery. 


Army officials declined to say pre­ 
cisely how they expect to keep up 
the combat effectiveness of the 
forces in Korea, but they expressed 
confidence that it could be done. 
The formal 
announcement com­ 
mented that the rate of rotation 
would depend not only on the ar­ 
rival of individual replacements but 
“also upon the necessity to main­ 
tain the combat effectiveness of 
units.”

12,000 ON STRIKE 
Dodge Plant Closes;

DETROIT (U.R)—More than 12,000 
Chrysler Corporation workers went 
on strike today, 
closing the 
big 
Dodge main plant in a move that 
threatened to bring all Chrysler pro­ 
duction to a standstill. 
The sudden strike began short­ 
ly before 6 a. m., EST, when about 
1,200 pickets from Dodge local 3 of 
the CIO United Auto Workers block­ 
ed the gates of the Dodge plant 
in suburban Hamtramck. 
Among the strikers were 135 cen­ 
tral 
transportation 
drivers 
who 
transport parts from one Chrysler 
plant to another. 
* Unless they report for work, up 
to §0,000 Dodge, Plymouth, DeSoto 
and Chrysler employees in the De­ 
troit area may be idled "in a mat­ 
ter of hours,’* company spokesmen 
said. 
Members of local 3 voted to strike 
,11 a mass meeting1 last night over 
charges 
that the 
company 
was 
"speeding up” operations. Norman 
Matthews, director of the union’s 
Chrysler department, last week for­ 
mally accused the corporation 
of 
speed-up. 
Matthews said at tbs time that 


the international union would au­ 
thorize strikes at "any or all” Chrys­ 
ler plants on the issue if local 
unions would follow UAW strike 
procedure. 
However, the local 3 members 
struck without waiting for approval 
from UAW officers. 
Ward’s reports, statistical agency 
for the auto industry, said that 
eventually up to 85,000 auto work­ 
ers may be idled if the strike con­ 
tinues.

O. O. Barker, San Anselmo real 
estate broker recently convicted of 
mall fraud, has more troubles. 
Barker, now serving a 90 day jail 
term in San Francisco for contempt 
of court during his trial, was indict­ 
ed, by a Federal grand Jury yesterday 
for perjury, Associated Press

The indictment says Barker lied 
under oath during th$ trial when 
he testified a fifth page of his pro­ 
motional magazine mailed to pro­ 
spective clients was part of the 
original publication.

MADRID (JP)—The United States 
was reported driving ahead today to­ 
ward American use of Spanish air 
. .*nd naval bases—despite French and 
British opposition. 
Authoritative sources, last night 
said the U. S. and the Franco gov­ 
ernment had reached a basic agree­ 
ment to use Iberian bases for west­ 
ern defense. A special U. S. mission, 
they added, soon will come here to 
work out details. 
The informants said 'the agree­ 
ment which does not involve an out­ 
right Spanish-American alliance, was 
reached Tuesday during a four-hour 
conference between Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco and Admiral For­ 
rest P. Sherman, American chief of 
naval operations. 
Britain and France not only op­ 
pose the U. S. plan to acquire Span­ 
ish bases, but have

Spain's association with any mem­ 
ber of the Atlantic pact.

In Washington last night, Secre-¡ 
tary of State Dean Acheson offered 
Britain and France reassurance that 
they will lose neither arms aid nor 
their standing as areas to be defend­ 
ed if the U. S. makes a military ar­ 
rangement with Spain. 
Acheson said the talks were going 
forward because "military authori­ 
ties are in general agreement that 
Spain is of strategic importance to

Informants here said Sherman had 
asked Franco for the use of naval 
bases at Cadiz, Cartagena and Fer­ 
rol, as well as at Santa Cruz in the 
Canaries, and air bases at Barce­ 
lona, Madrid, Seville and possibly 
Valencia and Lugo, southeast of 
Ferrol. 
It was not definitely learned what 
Franco had asked in return for use 


of the bases, but it is believed that 
he wants help in improving Spain’s 
antiquated highways and railroads, 
industries, air force and army. 


Spanish sources said Franco was 
"extremely satisfied” with his talks 
with Sherman. They said the gen­ 
era] ssimo realized an outright al­ 
liance would strain American rela­ 
tions with her Atlantic pact neigh­ 
bors and that such was not realy 
necessary.

Floods Affect Vegetable 
Prices; Meat Demand Slumps

Prices of a few fresh vegetables 
and fruits advanced in major mar­ 
kets east of Kansas City this week 
after floods disrupted large ship­ 
ments of produce from the far west. 
But any effect the floods had on 
meat supplies and prices in distant 
cities was lost in a widespread 
•lump In demand. 
Agriculture 
department 
market 
specialists reported meat sales were 
exceptionally slow, even for this 
time of the year. They blamed hot 
weather, consumer price resistance, 
and the beginning of the vacation 
period which saw many meat cus­ 
tomers leaving town for resort areas. 


Wholesale prices of beef ribs and 
loins, and the lower grades of veal 
and lamb were easing. Scattered re­ 
ductions *lso were reported at the 
retail level, chiefly on the higher- 
priced cuts of beef such as rib 
roasts and porterhouse and sirloin 
steaks. 
, Chiefly affected by the flood- 
caused shipping delays were prices 
of such perishables as western car­ 
rots, cantaloupes, pascal celery and 
lettuce. Some items like cabbage and 
peppers, which were in oversupply 
recently because abundant rains in 
important growing areas hastened 
them to market, also advanced in 
price as supplies dwindled. Tomatoes 
were more plentiful but lively de-

Building Code Confusion - 
Should Be Eliminated Now

Before adjournment the California legisla­ 
ture received from its governmental efficiency 
and economy committee a remarkable survey 
and report p»**porting to show a $20,000,000 
annual loss to residents of the state by reason 
of confusion of state administration of build­ 
ing codes and lack of coordination in building 
codes between cities and counties. 
The situation entailing this huge loss to 
builders, both professional and those who are 
building their own homes, is said to be par­ 
ticularly acute in the territories adjoining Los 
Angeles and San Francisco, where home-build­ 
ing has beef) going on at a tremendous pace. 
This indirectly points at Marin county and 
makes what this report has to say of absorb­ 
ing local interest. 
According to the report: "A citizen pro­ 
posing to build (or his architect or contractor) 
must literally become a coordinator of a 
variety of public agencies to be assured of 
proper clearance of every official detail. 
“The state has no one agency concerned 
principally with building regulations. 
“There are at least ten agencies having 
some degree of authority in this field; and 
no one of them is responsible for taking the 
lead in co-ordinating the activity of all of 
them. 
“This produces two kinds of confusion— 
conflict between the state agencies themselves, 
and too many kinds of relationships between 
stale and local agencies. . . . 
"A local permit to build is no guarantee 
whatsoever against later intervention by other 
authorieies, with the possible requirement of 
alterations in work already completed. 
“State regulations are too long and in­ 
volved. , * 
Pasadena Assemblyman A. I. Stewart com­ 
mented that cities try to blame the state for 
confusion and conflicts, but few of them have 
“put their own administrative house in order.’* 
It is also pointed out that city officials resent 
having to enforce the state fire marshal's regu­ 
lations through their fire departments when 
it would be more satisfactory to do so through 
the building departments. 
A great many people will be pleased to know 
that the legislature is poking an inquisitive 
finger into the subject of building regulations. 
It is a subject that could stand considerable 
probing. 
Builders find that construction, plumbing 
and wiring details vary quite widely between 
separate cities and counties, and that many 
regulations call for excessively expensive ma­ 
terials and labor without any attempt at ex­ 
planation for the asserted need. With singular . 
frequency the building and similar laws of 
cities and counties call for details of work 
widely differing from the accepted practices 
given in the national codes and approved by 
the national underwriting agencies. The dif-

ferences are always more expensive variations 
of the work. 
Most people would be willing to conclude 
that the authors of state and national codes 
are competent and highly unlikely to approve 
unsafe minimum standards. If local conditions 
sometimes force more rigid standards, this 
should not prove too difficult to explain. 
It is difficult to explain, however, why 
neighboring counties and cities should have 
wide variances in their standards and why a 
type of wire termed perfectly safe and satis­ 
factory in New Jersey and New York should 
not be suitable for wiring in Marin county, 
for example. 
The interest shown by the legislature ap­ 
pears to indicate that /t move is on foot to 
seek uniform codifications of building regula­ 
tions in California and, if the legislative com­ 
mittee is correct in claiming $20,000,000 annual 
waste from conflicts and confusion in the 
present codes, it is high time that such codifi­ 
cation should be achieved. 
At the local level considerable can be done 
* 
to eliminate the confusion and expense of 10 
sets of building regulations for our county 
plus its nine incorporated cities. By mutual 
agreement- they could be made uniform. It 
obviously would be simpler and more efficient 
to consolidated 10 building inspection depart­ 
ments into one for the entire county with 
all the obvious benefits that would accrue 
from such an arrangement.-

Truce Negotiations? 


Keep Cash Reserve 
And Stay Happier 
History records that some of our most fa- 
mouse Americans—Benjamin Franklin for one 
—kept meticulous accounts of their daily expen­ 
ditures. This practice served two good pur­ 
poses: it inclined them to be more careful with 
their cash and it gave them the satisfaction of 
knowing just what they were doing with it. 
Most people today have only a vague notion 
of how much they spend for various things. 
“Where does it go?”, is the common cry. To 
be sure, food, clothing, rent and the like are 
the principal costs. But precisely howf much 
for each, and what about the little extras? 
Detailed expense records are tedious * to 
maintain but they can reveal a lot of loopholes 
where money has been slipping through. Many 
family and individual problems involve money 
—not necessarily the lack of money, but the 
poor handling of it. 
A dose watch on expenditures, plus a little 
will power to resist foolish spending, can do 
much to create a cash reserve and a happier 
frame of mind. 


Advent Of Television Has Made 
Life Difficult For Salesmen 
'

WASHINGTON—It is an even 
bet that something very secret and 
very important preceded by some 
weeks the negotiations which have 
been going on at Kaesong - in 
Korea, the redoubtable Sherlock 
Holmes, for example, reviewing the 
available evidence, would surely 
have come up with something like 
the following working hypothesis: 
Since early in. May, the top 
American policy makers have had 
excellent unexplained reasons, al­ 
most certainly based on highly se­ 
cret negotiations of some sort, for 
believing that a Korean truce was 
imminent. 
THERE IS NO PROOF that this 
is so. It is officially denied that 
anything of the sort has been 
going on. Yet in this tense period 
of waiting on events in Korea, the 
reader may find it interesting to 
consider' the evidence, and to de­ 
cide for himself whether the hypo­ 
thesis is a reasonable one. 
The first item of evidence is 
wholly intangible—no more than a 
change of mood. But it was a very 
striking and sudden change of 
mood. Early last May, officials who ^ 
a few days before had seemed 
downright suicidal suddenly began 
to act as though they could hardly 
restrain themselves from breaking 
into a jig. Whereas before they 
would glumly shrug their' shoulders 
when asked how and when the Ko­ 
rean War might be brought to an 
end, in the first week of May there 
was suddenly talk about a "fifty- 
fifty chance of ending the war this 
summer.’* 
WHY THIS CHANGE? Was this 
abrupt shift from despair to hope 
the result of pure, unalloyed politi­ 
cal instinct? Or were there power­ 
ful but secret reasons for believ­ 
ing that the war in Korea might 
be settled? Surely Mr. Holmes 
would accept only the second an­ 
swer. 
At any rate, it was easy then to 
smell some sort of rat, whether 
real or imaginary. And the rat 
smells continued. In mid-May, 
Presidential foreign policy adviser 
W. Averell Harriman remarked 
publicly, off the cuff, that the war 
might end "next week, the week 
after, in a month or two months.’* 
Th.e war could not possibly end 
without some sort of direct East- 
West contact. Had this contact al­ 
ready b^ri made? If not, it begins 
to seem that Harriman should take 
up crystal ball gazing as a busi­ 
ness. 
TESTIFYING BEFORE the 
MacArthur enquiry, Secretary of 
Defense George Marshall exuded 
the same mystifying optimism. He 
referred repeatedly to the Berlin 
blockade, and to the "United Na­ 
tions channels" through which the 
settlement had been negotiated. 


These "channels" took the form, of 
course, of highly secret talks be­ 
tween Yakov Malik and Ambassa- 
dor-at-Large Philip Jessup. Was 
something of the sort, whether in 
this country or elsewhere, already 
going on? 
Questioned on this point at the 
time, officials would plead ignor­ 
ance, or look carefully blank. But 
the note of unexplained optimism 
continued throughout the testi­ 
mony of all the Administration 
leaders during the MacArthur tes­ 
timony. Then, early in June, came 
Secretary Marshall’s sudden, un­ 
announced trip to Japan and Ko­ 
rea, to confer with Gen. Matthew 
Ridgway. 
A GREAT EFFORT was made 
at the time to implant the notion 
that Marshall was much given to 
such sudden junkets, and that his 
trip had no special significance. 
But such a trip was a serious mat­ 
ter for an overburdened man, no 
longer 'young. And surely, in retro­ 
spect, it does not require a very 
nasty and suspicious mind to sur­ 
mise that Marshall went to Japan 
because he knew that truce nego­ 
tiations were imminent, and be­ 
cause he wished to arrange mat­ 
ters in advance with Ridgway. 
Finally, just before the now-fa­ 
mous Malik truce bid, another Ko­ 
rean junket was planned—that of 
Paul Nitze, chief of the State De­ 
partment’s policy planning staff. 
At first it was put about that 
Nitze was "on vacation.*’ Now It fa 
said that Nitze: planned purely % 
chance to go to Korea at that par­ 
ticular time, and that the Malik 
proposal came as a complete sur­ 
prise. But how complete was the 
surprise? Surely it is remarkably 
lucky that the chief policy planner 
should just happen to be on hand 
to advise Ridgway during the 
course of the delicate negotiations. 
THERE WERE, to be sure, cer­ 
tain very faint indications that 
the Communists might want a 
truce—vague hints by Malik and 
other Soviet officials, a change in 
the Soviet propaganda line. But 
these exceedingly tenuous indica­ 
tions were certainly not enough to 
explain the above chai.i of evi­ 
dence. The reader may be his own 
Sherlock Holmes in deciding 
whether or not the hypothesis is 
reasonable—whether or not, some 
time about the beginning of May, 
highly secret East-West contact 
was 'made, which strongly Indi­ 
cated the likelihood of a Korean 
cease-fire. 
At any rate, credit should be 
given where credit is due. If there 
was secret diplomatic contact, it 
was kept,«for once, really secret, 
which is as it ought to be. If there 
was no secret contact, leading offi­ 
cials of the State and Defense De­ 
partments have displayed a politi­ 
cal prescience which is little short 
of miraculous.

The industrial production index 
of the Federal Reserve Board is 
14 pen cent higher than a year ago 
and still at a percentage record 
high, although its rise has been 
halted and some think it will slip 
a little this summer.

Some industries are crippled by 
shortages of raw materials—Chrys­ 
ler says it may have to stop mak­ 
ing cars to September for lack of 
steel Some dealers complain that 
credit curbs are ruining business. 
Some merchants are overstocked 
and find customers coy—yet, New 
York department stores did three 
per cent more business last week 
than a year ago when scare-buying 
was pushing sales up 16 per cent, 
over 1949. 
Some times the distress of part 
of the economy hides the health 
of perhaps the greater part of it.

McCormick reported an excellent 
crossing, except for light winds Sat­ 
urday, Sunday and Monday which 
cut the Sea Witch’s time down con­ 
siderably. 
When the winds in­ 
creased after 72 hours of near calm, 
the Sea Witch was able to get back 
into contention after race officials 
in Honolulu had begun thinking of 
the ketch as “Just another entry. 
Only 300 persons were on hand to 
bid Sea Witch welcome after she 
sailed practically unheralded 
through the beam of the Diamond 
Head searchlight marking the fin­ 
ish line around midnight after twice 
reporting estimated arrival times 
that turned out to be erroneous. 
The San Rafael skipper stated 
that Tuesday’s near phenomenal run 
of 172 miles was the best the Sea 
Witch turned in during the 14 days 
she followed the Great Circle Route 
from San Pedro.

Symptoms Of A Disorder 


That Is Often Neglected 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
Obstruction of the neck of the 
bladder is f airly common in middle- 
aged women. If taken care of 
promptly, the condition can be re­ 
lieved rather simply; unfortunately, 
many women neglect it until a great 
deal of damage has been done 
through a back-flow of urine into 
the kidney. 
Women may have a retention of 
urine at any age after 20 years, but 
it is more common in those between 
the ages of 30 and 60 years. 
LONG-STANDING INFECTION 
No definite cause of this condi­ 
tion has been found. However, 
long-standing infection may produce 
a narrowing of the opening between 
the bladder and the outside. Gon­ 
orrhea, bladder tumors, tumors of 
the womb and hernia of the blad­ 
der may also cause urine retention. 
Patients with this disorder com­ 
plain chiefly of frequency of urina­ 
tion, with pain and burning. They 
often wake up several times during 
the night to urinate. There may 
be loss of control of the bladder, 
bleeding and sudden stoppage of all 


urine flow until relieved by a ca­ 
theter or tube. 
SYMPTOMS NEGLECTED 
Many of these symptoms are neg­ 
lected by women until irreparable 
damage is done to the bladders and 
ureters, which are the tubes between 
the kidneys and the bladder, and 
even to the kidney itself. 
A recent study of 76 such pa­ 
tients showed that 62 were relieved 
of their symptoms by operation. 
The operation is a fairly simple one 
and the relief is almost immediate. 
It is important for women with 
these symptoms to see their physi­ 
cian immediately so that treatment 
may be carried out before real harm 
has occurred. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. M.: Can a fluroscopic examina­ 
tion of the upper part of the abdo­ 
men detect an ulcer or must an X- 
ray also be taken? 
Answer: In determining the pres­ 
ence of an ulcer, barium is usually 
given by mouth and the patient 
fluoroscoped. An ulcer may be de­ 
tected by fluoroscopic examination, 
although lilOSt physicians confirm 
this by X-ray.

A bonus scholarship was 
awarded to eight institutions which 
this year trained more than 200 ele­ 
mentary school teachers, San Fran­ 
cisco State College, Los Angeles 
State College, San Jose State Col­ 
lege, Sacramento State College, 
Whittier College, and the University 
of California at Los Angeles. 
To encourage qualified people to 
enter the important fields of public 
and government service, the scholar­ 
ship program was expanded and 
the sum of $6,000 was set aside to 
include this area. The program is 
for the year 1952-53 and moneys for 
both scholarships and loans are de­ 
rived from sale of honorary life 
memberships. Chairman of this pro­ 
ject is Mrs. Eugene Baker of Nor­ 
walk. Mrs. Merle Browne of Los 
Angeles is in charge of honorary life 
membership sales. 
Mrs. Roll in Brown of Los Angeles 
presented for ratification the new 
legislation policies of the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers. 
Included and accepted by the board 
was the policy which favors the es­ 
ta b ishment of the U.S. Office of 
Education as an independent agency 
of government under the direction of 
a policy-making Federal board of 
education. 
This board would be 


composed of laymen serving over­ 
lapping terms and would have au­ 
thority to mjpoint the U. S. com­ 
missioner or Education to serve as 
its executive officer. This policy, 
Mrs. Brown pointed out, is also fa­ 
vored by leading educational 
groups in the country. 
And In the event that universal 
military training is established, the 
board favors a temporary program 
for emergency only rather than a 
permanent measure of military con­ 
scription. This program, the Na­ 
tional Congress insists, should be 
confined to a period of not more 
than six months and should be uni­ 
versal in its application to all men 
at age 18. It should recognize the 
health, educational, and spiritual 
needs of young people and have a 
continuing educational program. 
The whole program should be un­ 
der the supervision of a national 
advisory commission composed of 
both military and civilian represen­ 
tatives. These policies will become 
the program of the National Con­ 
gress of Parents and Teachers when 
approved by 30 state congresses. 
Mrs. Brown is national chairman of 
legislation.

Upholstery Cleaning Simple 
Summer Time Home Project 
The warm, dry days of summer 
are an ideal time to do some simple 
upholstery cleaning at home, ac­ 
cording to the Marin County Home 
Advisor, June Maclure. Furniture 
coverings will wear longer if they 
are thoroughly cleaned once in a 
while. Moderately soiled upholstery 
can he freshened to look like new, 
but Mrs. Maclure recommends turn­ 
ing over the badly soiled pieces to a 
professional cleaner. 
Do a thorough and complete dust­ 
ing job before trying to remove any 
spots. Sometimes, you will find that 
is all that is necessary. Use a 
vacuum cleaner attachment and go 
over the entire surface several times, 
or brush gently with a clothesbrush, 
doing a small area at a time. Clean 
around the cords with a toothbrush, 
taking up the dust onto a piece 
of cardboard.. 
Prepare a spotting mixture by 
putting one cup of warm water into 
a bowl and adding one cup of clean­ 
ing solvent. Moisten a clean piece 
of terry cloth, squeeze it to remove 
the surplus mixture, and gently wipe 
over the entire surface, following the 
grain of the wea,ve. Do net scrub or 
try to remove spots at this time 
Let the fabric dry for four or five 
hours. 
When the material is dry, examine 
the surface in a strong light and 
mark the spots with white thread, 
then choose the right spot remover. 
Light colored or light-weight mate­ 
rials clean best with the dry spot­ 
ting method, using French chalk, 
whiting or commercial dry cleaner. 


Sweet spots, food, and most bever­ 
age spots will come out with water. 
Carbon tetrachloride or full-strength 
cleaning solvent will dissolve grease, 
gum, tar, and asphalt. A free bulle­ 
tin, “Simplified Upholstery Clean­ 
ing” is available by writing or call­ 
ing the Home Advisor, Agriculture 
Extensipn Service, Room 2, Post Of­ 
fice Building, San Rafael, Califor­ 
nia.

Basic Mayonnaise 
Mixture Ingredients 


1 teaspoon prepared mustard 
V% teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
4 teaspoon paprika 
*4 teaspoon sugar

2 cups salad oil 
3 tablespoons cider vinegar 
Remember to add ingredients 
gradually to allow time for absorp­ 
tion of the egg and oil. Mix mustard 
and dry ingredients together. Add 
egg and beat well with hand or elec­ 
tric mixer. Beating continuously, add 
oil-gradually (by teaspoons at first) 
until 4 cup is used. Add a small 
amount of vinegar and remaining 
oil alternately, beating well after 
each addition.

Pickle hollows are caused by im­ 
perfect pickles in the first place or 
pickles that have laid around too 
long before pickling. 
Pickels shrivel if the cucumbers 
are placed 'at first in too heavy 
syrup, too strong brine or too strong 
vinegar solution. It is better to start 
with weaker solutions and gradually 
add the full amount of sugar, salt 
or vinegar called for in the recipe. 
Too long a time between picking the 
cucumbers and pickling also will 
cause shriveling. 
Soft, and slippery pickles are 
spoiled pickles. This is caused by 
using too weak a brine or vinegar of 
inferior grade. Or you may have 
diluted the vinegar too much; or the 
water may have been too hard. Soft 
pickles should be thrown out. Do 
not taste them. 
Relish Processing. To be absolute­ 
ly safe, relishes made of finely chop­ 
ped fruits or vegetables should be 
processed in a boiling water bath. 
This is to completely sterilize the 
air in the jar and prevent the 
growth of mold. Mold reduces the 
acidity and increases danger of 
spoilage. It is especially wise to 
process any relish containing com.

Lusty And Luscious 
Watermelons At Best 
Enjoy watermelons often during 
July. This lusty, luscious vegetable, 
called “gitrullus vulgaris” by the 
horticultural envyclopedae, is im­ 
portant among vegetables grown in 
California. Cultivated for thousands 
of years, its crop value is around 
seventh in this country. 
When harvested ripe and handled 
carefully, watermelons keep well for 
several weeks in a cool place. Color, 
sugar content and flavor, the chief 
Ibutes of a ripe watermelon do 
tcrease appreciably after it has 
picked although there is a 
gradual softening of the pulp around 
the seed. 
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Salami Success 
A little chopped or ground salami 
is delicious in scalloped potatoes, 
macaroni and cheese, potato salad, 
deviled eggs or similar dishes as well 
as in sandwich or appetizer spreads.
